A large business bloek is now prac­ 
tically aseured for North H street, ac­ 
cording to announcement made today 
by several local business men who 
have been interested in this deal for 
several months. 
The building will be erected by the

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Record founder describes Lompoc in 18 


(Editor’s Note: Six months 
before the first edition of the 
Lompoc Record on April 10, 
1875, W В Broughton, founder 
of the Record, visited Lompoc 
Valley 
and 
wrote back 
his 
impressions to the Santa Cruz 
Enterprise 
newspaper. 
His 
l e t t e r 
wa s 
p ub l i s h e d 
November 20, 
1874 
We are 
indebted to Vance Newcomb of 
Lompoc who discovered the 
following account in the Santa 
Cruz 
newspaper 
files 
in 
Bancroft Library >. 


Dear 
Enterprise 
At the writing of our last 
lines we were at Lowe's Station 
where we met Mr. George 
Dutton formerly of Santa Cruz 
and further on we came to the 
business place of Mr. Dodge, 
another old Santa Cruzan. At 
noon on Monday the 2nd, we 
dined 
with 
Mr. 
Daniel 
Blackburn at Paso Robles, and 
after a few hour’s ride by the 
side of 
Adna 
Heacox 
we 
arrived 
in 
the 
flourishing 
town of San Luis Obispo. At 
this 
place we were allowed 
barely time to take supper 
when we were told that the 
stage was ready to start for 
Guadalupe, 
a 
brisk 
town 
located 
nine 
miles 
to 
the 
interior on the Rancho bearing 
the name We passed over the 
interesting 
section 
between 
San Luis and Guadalupe in the 
night 
and consequently saw 
nothing 
of 
which 
we 
can 
write. At midnight the stage 
arrived 
at Guadalupe where 
we took rooms for the balance 
of 
the 
night. 
On 
Tuesday 
morning we were out in good 
season making arrangements 
for a conveyance to Lompoc 
Valley, 
the 
place 
of 
our 
d e s t i n a t i o n . 
In 
o u r 
perambulations 
about 
that 
brisk business center we run 
across 
Mr. 
P. 
W 
Hinds, 
formerly of Santa Cruz, but 
now bookkeeper for Harriman 
and Co . lumber dealers in that 
town 
Peter 
immediately 
pulled off hat and boots to 
prove untrue the current report 
that everybody in Guadalupe 
was bald and without heels; the 
hair supposed to have been 
blown off by the prevailing 
winds and the heels eaten off by 
the grasshoppers. As a farther 
fact in contradiction of the 
reports we were told that five 
hundred thousands sacks of 
produce of every variety had 
been raised in the Santa Maria 
Valley the present year The 
piles of grain laying sacked in 
the fields and the hundreds of 
unthreshed stacks dotting the 
valley 
we r e 
an 
ampl e 
refutation of all the damaging 
reports 
against 
that 
fertile 
region Again, we ascertained 
that 
the 
report 
that 
the 
Guadalupe settlers were all 
sick, disheartened and anxious 
to leave the valley was in no 
instance true because of the 
c l i m a t e 
or 
want 
or 
productiveness of the soil. But 
we did find that many farmers 
or settlers prompted by an 
eager 
desire 
to 
possess 
themselves of large farms upon 
small capital have not been 
able to hold their lands entire 
for want of means to 
meet 
their obligations and are now 
very wisely selling portions to 
new comers. Finer soil than the 
Santa Maria Valley is hard to 
find in this State, and despite 
the 
winds, 
droughts 
and 
grasshoppers 
it 
has 
been 


demonstrated this year that 
wheat, barley and corn and 
potatoes can be produced in 
that valley as abundantly and 
with as much profit as like 
produce is grown and marketed 
in other parts of the State. 
The town of Guadalupe is 
destined to become a thriving 
business center and town lots 
are 
now 
selling 
from 
five 
hundred 
to 
one 
thousand 
dollars 
upon 
the 
business 
street. This is very good for a 
town of two years growth. Ft 
Sal is the nearest shipping point 
to this town and at which place 
there is a splendid wharf The 
Lompoc people are now going 
to that point for lumber for 
building purposes The lumber 
company very wisely and at 
their own expense have opened 
a good road which the colonists 
are 
glad 
to 
pass 
to 
be 
accommodated with lumber. 
At 9 a.m. our team was ready 
and we left Guadalupe for 
Lompoc, at which place we 
arrived 
in 
the 
afternoon. 
On arrival at the ranch house 
we found Mr. M. V. Bennett 
busily engaged preparing his 
maps and plats for the sales to 
commence Monday 9th There 
were in camp on Tuesday about 
fifty of the stockholders and 
day after day they have been 
coming in until at this date all,

160 acres to sell the same. The 
stockholders 
concluded 
this 
the better way and so voted at 
their 
meeting 
on 
Friday 
morning last. At this meeting 
several 
very 
important 
resolutions 
were 
adopted, 
which will go far to ensure the 
i m m e d i a t e 
growt h 
and 
prosperity of the colony. 
The stockholders voted that 
no director should be directly 
or indirectly interested in the 
purchase 
of 
any 
lands 
at 
private sale, and that all acts m 
violation of this resolution be 
declared void. 
A valuable stream capable of 
furnishing water for all the 
purpose 
of 
thirty 
thousand 
inhabitants and which can be 
confined 
in 
reservoirs 
two 
miles from the center of the 
town plat, giving a fall of one 
hundred and fifty feet, was 
given to the town without any 
reservations or restrictions. 
A beautiful live oak grove of 
five acres, three miles from 
town, was also given to the 
town. 
E v e r y 
r e l i g i o u s 
denomination 
and 
every 
benevolent society that should, 
within three years commence 
the erection of an edifice was 
voted 
seventy five feet, or 
three lots, free. An equivalent 
of twenty-thousand dollars was 
also voted for the erection of a 
public 
schoolbutlding, 
and 
twenty five per cent of the 
sales of city property was set 
apart 
for 
college 
purposes. 
This fund is expected to reach 
from sales the goodly sum of 
eighty thousand dollars, the 
interest of which is only to be 
used in defraying the current 
expenses of a college after the 


people 
shall 
have 
provided 
outside college buildings. 
The stockholders have today 
come 
together 
upon 
the 
proposition to borrow of the 
college 
fund 
an 
amount 
sufficient to build a wharf the 
coming spring. They find that 
parties stand ready to advance 
thirty 
thousand 
dollars 
if 
required for that purpose and 
take the college endowment 
fund as security. It is calculated 
that in five years the profits of 
the wharf will pay the cost of 
construction over and above 
expenses. 
The streets running east and 
west fifteen in number, are 
named after the various kinds 
of lumber while those running 
north and south bear letters 
from 
A to P 
The central 
is called Ocean Avenue 
The colonists have made, as 
will 
be 
seen, 
most 
liberal 
provisions for everything that 
can in any manner conduce to 
success. 
Hundreds have, for days been 
going over this vast property 
inspecting its quality and its 
adaptions 
to 
the 
various 
branches of agriculture. Some 
want 
small 
farm s, 
some 
large farms, some dairy lands, 
other hog ranches and not a 
few desire sheep 
ranges. All 
can be accommodated to a 
certain extent and all are more 
than 
satisfied 
with 
their 
bargain in 
purchasing these 
ranchos; after a most thorough 
inspection of the property it is 
no longer a doubt that the 
property will sell for double the 
purchase price over and above 
all expenses of disposing of the 
same. The sales can all be 
made within three years and 
expenses reduced to nominally 
nothing 
Shares, for the past three 
days have been selling at a 
handsome premium, 
and so 
eager were parties for stock 
that when they failed to get a 
sh a r e 
they 
would 
pay 
exhorbitant 
prices 
for 
half 
shares. Many have, for the 
purpose of drawing numbers to 
the 
colony, sold half their 
stock, 
the 
balance 
standing 
them but a few dollars, and 
thus have directly interested 
already over two hundred and 
fifty different persons in the 
settlement of the colony lands. 


The two thousand acres of 
land lying near the beach, and 
which was reported worthless, 
can be sold immediately for 
thirty thousand dollars, and six 
thousand acres of hill land is 
now 
pronounced 
the 
best 
quality of soil for potatoes, and 
will readily sell for twenty 
dollars per acre. 
The valley 
lands 
will 
be 
scheduled at about thirty three 
dollars per acre and the bidding 
is expected to increase the 
values to about fifty dollars per 
acre. The road to the ranch is, 
this evening, lined with teams 
coming in from all directions 
and the only enquiry is, “ who 
will sell an interest in shares?" 
While 
penning 
these 
lines 
fifteen parties have asked for 
half shares and can't get them. 
One 
stockholder 
told 
the 
applicants that a premium of 
five hundred dollars was no 
inducement for him to part 
with his stock. 
Stores are already open in 
the large tents and as soon as 
the lots are offered for sale 
these 
traders 
will 
erect 


suitable buildings The belief is 
that Lompoc City will outstrip 
in growth and opportunities for 
business any town yet started 
on this coast, in an agricultural 
section If any person doubting 
this could be present and see 
the number of business houses, 
also private residences, for the 
building of which mechanics 
are already awaiting material, 
there would be no further fears 
about the future of the Lompoc 
Temperance 
Colony. 
With 
every 
stockholder 
this 
idea 
means something; and the few 
s t o c kho l der s 
who 
wer e 
indifferent upon this point are 
now. after seeing the element 
this idea has brought together, 
and who. publically announced 
that this principle was the 
prime incentive for them to go 
it blind on purchasing stock and 
now that they are here with 
their families they intend that 
there 
shall 
be 
no 
lack 
of 
sentiment 
to 
sustain 
the 
principle and if need be to 
enforce it. 
The merchants now on the 
premise have not and will not 


violate the first provision of the 
rules and laws adopted for the 
government of this colony. 
The Masons, Grangers, Odd 
Fellows and Temperance folks 
have united their forces and 
will secure a block in the very 
center of town and proceed at 
once to take subscriptions for 
the erection of a three story 
building 
one 
hundred 
feet 
fronting on the principle street, 
the cost of which is not to be 
less 
than 
forty 
thousand 
dollars. 
One 
half 
the 
subscriptions 
will 
be 
taken 
before 
the 
sales 
and 
the 
balance is now offered upon a 
mortgage 
of 
the 
lots 
and 
building This at once starts 
business where all can see it 
will be likely to remain. The 
third story will be devoted to 
the purposes of the various 
orders. The second story to 
offices and a public library 
The first story will be divided 
into four stores and will rent 
for a very fair interest upon the 
cost. The parties aiding this 
enterprise are free to say that1 
they are willing to give their 


several subscriptions for the 
purpose of starting a first class 
system of improvements 
There is nothing narrow or 
parsimonious in anything yet 
undertaken by the colonists and 
all feel confident that a right

Since 1928 when Johns-Manville acquired the local

growing community of Lompoc. This local mining operation, started about 1890, has been 


in continuous production for over seventy five years. Johns-Manville also maintains similar

The trucks dump the 
crude into previously dug “glory holes” which open up 
at the bottom by control gates into dump cars which 
are part of 
two mile long underground electric 
railroad. The railroad transports the crude to the 
mills for further processing. 


All mining equipment used in the 
quarries have pressurized and air 
filtered cabs for operator safety. In 
October 1973 Johns-Manville re­ 
ceived an award from the Bureau of 
Mines for 25 years of operation 
without any loss of time accidents 
During this time the quarry had an 
average of 44 employees 


After the diatomaceous earth is dumped into a crusher by 
the underground railway cars, it begins its journey through 
a complex milling and manufacturing plant which sq>arates 
and distributes the material according to the purpose for 
which it is to be used. 
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As a filler the silica products 
are in the toothpaste you use, 
the plastic case on your clock 
radio, that new flat paint you 
just put on the living room 
wall, the polish you used on the 
car yesterday and even the 
paint stripe down the road you 
travel every day. Throughout 
the day you come into contact 
with a host of products that 
owe their good properties to 
diatomaceous silica.
